The following circular, prepared by the Committee, was gen¬ 
erally distributed in the City and throughout the State: 

TWENTY-FIRST INDUSTRIAL EXHIBITION 

OF THE 

MECHANICS’ INSTITUTE. 


The Mechanics’ Institute of San Francisco, incorporated in 
1855, for the advancement of education, mutual improvement of 
its members, and the encouragement of the industries and pro¬ 
ductions of this State, takes pleasure in announcing that the 
Twenty-first Exhibition, the anniversary of its majority in fairs, 
will be held in this city, commencing August 24, and closing 
September 25, 1886. 

The management have determined to use their utmost en¬ 
deavor to make this occasion a memorable one, and worthy of 
the manhood ushered in at this auspicious time. The advan¬ 
tages of this city to the producer, manufacturer, and State at 
large, for a comprehensive general display, at one time and place, 
of all the products that are making our name famous throughout 
the world, must be apparent to every thinking mind, and par¬ 
ticularly that such an exhibition should be held next fall, when 
the Grand Army of the Republic, and the largest influx of 
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strangers yet known on this Coast, will be here to partake of our 
hospitality, and seek information about all that pertains to the 
Pacific Coast. 

The finest products of the husbandman, the best work of the 
skilled mechanic, and the happiest effort of the artist should be 
prepared and presented on this occasion, and the management 
is specially desirous that the various portions of the State be 
represented by counties or individuals, and to that end will 
furnish every facility and convenience for the proper display and 
care of goods, and have decided to offer liberal premiums to ex¬ 
hibitors. 

The Mechanics’ Pavilion, that now has an area of floor space 
over 158,000 square feet, will be still further enlarged and refitted 
for this Exhibition, and no expense spared for the comfort and 
convenience of exhibitors and visitors. 

The pre mi um list is being prepared, and, with the rules and 
regulations, will be ready for distribution at an early day. 

Any desired information will be given or promptly sent, on 
application to the Assistant Secretary. 




OF THE 

TWENTY-FIRST 


INDUSTRIAL EXHIBITION. 


EULE I. 

The Pavilion will be opened for the reception of goods on 
and after Monday, August 16th. 

The exhibition will open to the public on Tuesday, August 
24th, and continue open from day to day (Sundays excepted) 
until Saturday, September 25th. Hours of admission will be 
from 10 a. m. to 5 p. m., and 7 to 10 p. m., except Saturdays, when 
the Exhibition will close at 10^ p. m. 

EULE II. 

Articles can be entered for exhibition or competition, as desired.. 

If entered for competition, the articles must be in position and 
receipted for, and the entry tag attached, not later than Thursday, 
August 26th. 

Articles intended by the exhibitor for competition, but not en¬ 
tered and in position by the time specified, to-wit: August 26th,, 
shall not, under any circumstances, be allowed to compete, except, 

with the written consent of all the contesting exhibitors and sanc¬ 
tion of the Board. 


EULE III. 

The driving engine will be in operation three days previous to 
the opening, and exhibitors of machinery in motion will be re¬ 
quired to have their machines in running order on the opening 
day.

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RULE IV. 

No charge of any kind will be made to exhibitors for space. 
Steam and water will also be furnished free, in reasonable quan¬ 
tities; but all platforms, counters, ornamental partitions, show 
cases and appurtenances, must be erected at the expense of ex¬ 
hibitor. 


RULE V. 

Application for space can be made at any time, and should be 
made as early as possible, and at least two weeks previous to the 
opening of the exhibition. 

Blank forms of the applications for space will be furnished by 
the Secretary. 

Space will be awarded as early as practicable (after the appli¬ 
cation has been received), consistent with the proper manage¬ 
ment of the goods. 

Space allotted to applicants, and not taken possession of by 
the arrival of their goods, or otherwise, on or before Saturday, 
August 21st, may be assigned to other exhibitors. 

The Board reserves the right to exclude from the exhibition all 
things they deem objectionable, as nostrums, articles of an ex¬ 
plosive, inflammable, dangerous or offensive character. 

Any exhibit of goods which, in the opinion of the Board of 
Trustees, is of an improper or objectionable character, may, at 
the option of said Trustees, be removed at any time. 

The Board of Trustees reserve the right to refuse admission to 
any exhibitor or employee whom they may consider an improper 
person, or for other sufficient cause; and also to remove the 
goods of such exhibitor. 


RULE VI. 

Exhibitors will receive from the entry clerk, on the arrival of 
their goods, a receipt for the same, which must be presented for 
their delivery at the close of the exhibition. Articles entered 
for exhibition or competition must be so designated in the re¬ 
ceipt. 


RULES AND REGULATIONS. 
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RULE VII. 

There shall be three or more jurors in each class. 

They will be men wholly disinterested and possessed of knowl¬ 
edge and experience in the class of articles assigned them. 

Articles entered only for exhibition shall be so reported by 
the jurors, and so appear in the report of the exhibition. 

Jurors may refuse to award any premium when articles com¬ 
peting are not meritorious. 

In every case where the jurors have reached a decision, they 
shall file with the Secretary a report giving the name of the ex¬ 
hibitors, the articles examined, and the number of the class in 
which it is entered. 

In cases where it is not practicable for jurors to test or examine 
machines in the building, or where models only are exhibited, 
they may go outside the buildings to make such examination or 
test, but the jurors must first procure from the Board of Trustees 
a written consent, which must be attached to their award when 
filed with the Secretary. 

Jurors in each class will hold a meeting before making their 
final report, at which time exhibitors in the class will be invited 
to attend and explain the merits of their respective exhibits, 
under such rules as may be prescribed by the Committee on 
Rules, Regulations and Awards. 

Should any juror, for any reason, before entering upon the 
examination, or while in progress, become incapacitated from 
serving, the Board shall select another juror. 

All awards and recommendations of jurors must be submitted 
to the Board of Trustees on or before September 19th; and 
receive their approval before being final. 

RULE VIII. 

The announcement of awards will be made by the Board of 
Managers, on Monday, September 20th. Successful competitors 
will be furnished with a certificate of their award on that date. 

RULE IX. 

Power will be furnished for driving machinery from the main 
lines of shafting, which are 2 15-16 inches in diameter, and will 
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make about 110 revolutions per minute. Driving pulleys, 30 
inches in diameter, will be furnished free to exhibitors. Pulleys 
for the main line, if furnished by exhibitors, must be accurately 
balanced, and have the owner’s name plainly marked thereon, 
and should be received and placed in position by Saturday, 
August 21st, as, up to that time, it can be done without unneces¬ 
sary labor and inconvenience. 

RULE X. 

Xo article on exhibition can be removed until the close, unless 
by authority of the Board of Trustees; but reasonable facilities 
for making sales of articles, for delivery at the close of the 
exhibition, will be afforded. 

Exhibitors’ cards, circulars and samples may be placed within 
their space for distribution, but visitors shall not be solicited to 
receive them. 

Exhibitors will be required to keep their spaces and exhibits 

clean and in good order, and in cases where they are covered at 

night, to remove such covering by eleven o’clock, a. m., and not 

to cover the same earlier than ten minutes before the closing 
hour. L 

RULE XI. 

The most effectual means will be taken, through the agency of 
the police, and otherwise, to guard and protect the property on 
exhibition; and it will be the purpose of the managers to return 
all articles to the owners without loss or injury; but as the fair 
is for the benefit of the general public, and particularly for the 
business benefit of the exhibitors, and to add to the reputation 
of their wares, the Mechanics’ Institute and the Trustees of the 
fair, will, under no circumstances, be responsible for any loss 
or injury to articles placed on exhibition, which must be invaria¬ 
bly at owner’s risk. 

RULE XII. 

In order to preserve the general harmony of the exhibition, 
and make the display of goods attractive, the Board reserves 
the light to diiect the general arrangement of the articles on 
exhioition, and to legulate the character of all signs and adver¬ 
tisements. 
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Partitions may be erected in various parts of the building, but 
in no case more than four feet in height, except on the sides and 
ends of the gallery. Exhibitors’ signs shall not be more than 
eight inches in width, and placed not less than eight nor more 
than nine feet from the floor, except on the walls^of the building. 

Exhibitors will not be allowed to give away samples of an} 
article, the sale of which has been granted as a privilege. 

BULE XIII. 

Employees’ tickets will be issued without charge to such ex¬ 
hibitors only, as, in the opinion of the Committee on Privileges, 
require the services of an attendant, and are not transferable. 
If transferred or loaned, the doorkeeper is instructed not only to 
refuse admission, but to retain the ticket, which by this violation 
of the rule is forfeited. 

Employees’ tickets, found to be unnecessary for the purpose 
for which they were issued, must be returned to the committee. 

Any ticket presented at the door for admission in violation of 
rules thereon shall be forfeited. 

BULE XIY. 

All boxes and packages containing articles for the exhibition 
should be marked cc Twenty-first Industrial Exhibition, San Elan- 
cisco,” with the name and address of the sender.

The Board of Trustees do not consider the premium list here¬ 
with appended as complete, nor are articles entitled to premiums 
limited to the ones here enumerated; but any meritorious article 
on exhibition not herein mentioned, will receive due consideration 
from the jurors. 


RULES 


For tho guidance of the Committee of Jurors for awarding Premiums at the 21st 
Industrial Exhibition of the Mechanics’ Institute, opening at San 
Francisco, Tuesday August 24th, 1886. 


I. 

The Committee of Jurors shall consist of twenty-five competent 
and disinterested gentlemen. 


II. 

The Co mm ittee of Jurors will meet on Wednesday evening, 
August 25th, at the Pavilion, and organize by the election of a 
Chairman and Vice-Chairman. A competent Secretary, and all 
necessary clerical assistance will be provided by the Board of 
Trustees. 


III. 

The Committee of Jurors shall complete their organization 
by considering the various classes of exhibits and goods to be 
examined and passed upon, and by selecting sub-committees from 
its members with reference to their technical and practical 
knowledge of the goods and articles to be examined. 


IV. 

Each sub-committee will carefully and impartially pass upon 
the line of exhibits submitted for its examination, obtain all the 
information thereon possible and inform the Secretary of the 
decision and judgment arrived at. The Secretary shall there¬ 
upon put such decision or decisions as may be made into shape 
for the final printed report of the proceedings of the exhibition, 
enter the same in a proper record, and submit the same to the 
Committee of Jurors as a whole for ratification by them. 
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V. 

The Committee of Jurors shall meet from time to time at the 
call of its Chairman, and at the call of the Committee of Ru es, 
Rugulations and Awards of the Trustees of the Mechanics n- 
stitute, to consider the decisions and judgments of the sub-corn- 
mittees and to modify or ratify tlie same. 


VI. 

When, after all the reports of its sub-committees are in and 
the entire list of exhibits submitted for its examination hare been 
passed upon, and the awards offered by the Mechanics Institute 
hare been impartially distributed according to merit the Com¬ 
mittee of Jurors shall, without unnecessary delay, make its final 
report (consisting of the detailed reports of its sub-committees 
to the Board of Trustees of the Mechanics’ Institute, which sha 
immediately and finally pass upon the same, haring power o 
modify or withhold any award. 


VII. 

The attention of the Committee of Jurors is called to the 
rules in the printed premium list of the exhibition and especia y 
to Rule VII. and Rule XV. thereof, and said rules, whenever 
applicable, are made a part of these rules for the guidance of 
the Committee of Jurors. 


VIII. 

As the announcement of awards is to be made by the Board 
of Trustees on Monday, September 20th, the Committee is 
requested to hand in its final report not later than Wednesday, 

September 15th. 

IX. 

Special juries will pass upon the exhibits of Agricultural and 
horticultural products, and upon exhibits in the Art Department.

The Twenty-first Annual Fair of the Mechanics’ Institute was formally 
opened at 2 o’clock, August 24th, by the usual speeches, music, etc., in the 
Grand Opera House, and the same evening at 7:30 the Pavilion, on Larkin 
street, near Market, was thrown open to the public. The opening ceremo¬ 
nies m the afternoon were largely attended. The music was excellent, and 
the speeches were not too long, and were to the point. The first number on the 
programme was an overture by Charles Schultz, which was performed by the 
orchestra. Rev. Joseph P. Macaulay offered up a prayer, and the orchestra 
performed Boettger’s “Mechanic ” march, after which introductory remarks 
were made by President P. B. Cornwall. Ramon E. Wilson followed Mr 
Cornwall with the oration of the day, as follows: 

THE ORATION. 

Mb. Pbesident, Ladies and Gentlemen— For the twenty-first time the 
friends and patrons of the Mechanics’ Institute assemble to celebrate the 
opening of its annual Industrial Exhibition. This large concourse of peoiile 
is a most fitting tribute to the ceremony, and bespeaks stronger than lan¬ 
guage can express the feeling and sentiment of the community as to its suc¬ 
cess. 
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ORIGIN OF INDUSTRIAL EXHIBITIONS. 

Industrial Exhibitions are now fully recognized as a method of assisting the 
development of industries and material progress. As exhibitions purely, 
they are of comparatively recent date. For the purpose of effecting sales of 
the productions placed on view they have an origin which ante-dates modern 
history. 

This latter class were called “fairs ” held at stated intervals, both in Asia 
and Europe, in the earliest period of civilization. They are supposed to have 
derived their origin in religious gatherings, which first gave an opportunity 
for the exhibition and sale of wares to large numbers of people. The Greeks 
and Romans have left accounts of many such. 

We find in some of the earlier text-books of the law that these institutions 
had become so important that special courts were established for the consid¬ 
eration and determination of questions of law and equity arising at them. 

Fairs were instituted in France and in Southern Europe some 1,000 years 
ago. Among the more celebrated of those early times was that of St. Denis, 
instituted by Dagobert, A. D. 629, and Aix-la-Chapelle and Froyes in about 
A. D. 800. In 826 .they were introduced into Great Britain by Alfred the 
Great. At the end of the tenth century they had become well established and 
very common throughout Northern Europe. 

In Great Britain patents were issued by the King permitting the establish¬ 
ment of annual fairs. Some of these have become famous. The English Fair 
at Wevhill is noted for its display of sheep; that at St. Faith’s is distinguished 
by the number of Scotch cattle bought and sold; and everybody has heard of 
the Donnybrook Fair, so long celebrated for the jollity and pugnacity which 
distinguished its visitors. 

In France the fairs of St. Denis (now discontinued), Beaucaire and Gibray 
have been in existence for centuries. 

Fairs are still held in Holland, and are enjoyed by the people as important 
holidays. Germany is known as the modern home of this peculiar institu¬ 
tion, the principal ones being those of Leipsic, Frankfort-on-the-Main and 
Brunswick. 

In Russia the fair is the largest in the world, lasting twenty-five days, and 
the sales amount to many millions of dollars. 

In Asia the fair held at Mecca, when the annual pilgrimage takes place, is 
most extensive. One of equal magnitude is held in India, on the Ganges, 
where a quarter of a million people assemble annually. 

On the Western Continent no such great assemblages, with but rare excep¬ 
tions, are known. In early timesfairs were held at the City of Mexico, fre¬ 
quently attracting many thousands of people. 

In later years these fairs have been less required as a means of promoting 
commerce, owing to the facilities afforded buyers and sellers by the modern 
means of transportation and travel, which permit trade to be carried on with 
regularity and convenience throughout the year. The necessity of accumu¬ 
lating products of manufacturing, and transporting them in large quantities 
to the fairs, to be wholly sold in a few days, no longer exists. Their produc- 
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tion is continual, and their sales go on uniformly and promptly at all seasons. 

This change in the methods of commerce has led to the institution of the 
industrial exhibitions, at which the object is not to procure the sale of exhib¬ 
ited articles, but to make visitors familiar with their character and value, and 
to inform them of the place of manufacture and sale, with the ultimate result 
of bringing the purchaser to the manufacturer and merchant, and, by a course 
of object teaching, educating the masses in the progress of the age and the 
growth and development of the country. 

The first of these exhibitions is supposed to have been held in France. 
Similar ones were held in Great Britain by the Royal Dublin Society nearly 
a half century ago. The American Institute of New York commenced holding 
its exhibitions a little later, and still later, just a quarter of a century ago, the 
first exhibition of the Mechanics’ Institute of San Francisco was held. They 
have continued annually ever since, and it has now become one of the perma¬ 
nent institutions of the country. 

THE MECHANICS’ INSTITUTE. 

The Mechanics’ Institute was organized in January, 1855. 

Its founders declared its objects to be to cultivate a social feeling of friend¬ 
ship, mutual improvement, the dissemination of information and useful 
knowledge by the establishment of a library of circulation and reference, and 
the erection of buildings for any scientific, mechanical or literary purpose. 

Right worthy objects they are. What a wonder it must be to those 
schemers now living to see the most perfect realization of their designs. 
What a contrast between the library of 40,000 volumes now upon the shelves, 
devoted to and representing every subject to which the human mind has 
given thought or tongue utterance, and the “library of circulation and ref¬ 
erence” in San Francisco in 1855! 

Ten years later they must have accumulated a library, for in the year 1865 
was inaugurated the first of its industrial exhibitions. It would be a 
curious and instructive spectacle could we arrange the Fair of 1865 side by 
side by with the Fair of 1886. 

Not unlike many other things the “glorious climate of California” has had 
its influence upon this institution, and, although it was born amid the fogs 
and trade winds of San Francisco and has its local habitation here, it has 
grown to such magnitude that it exerts a power over the development of all 
that is strongest and best throughout the whole commonwealth. Its capa¬ 
cities and capabilities will not decrease, for its fountain source is a pure 
spring, unpolluted by selfishness and undisturbed by narrowness. Its thirty- 
one years’ growth has beeu unassisted by a single dollar from the public 
treasury, not a dime by gift, nor a penny from endowment, and not even a 
lottery. 

It is indifferent to sects, creeds and parties. Its members and coadjutors 
are now composed of all parties, sects and denominations, without distinction 
of creed or political sentiment, until now it stands entirely above and secure 
from all convulsions of political contests, not dependent upon the success of 
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one party or another, but all equally willing and anxious to form the pillars 
of its support, while it operates in a different sphere and extends its ex¬ 
ploring vision far above the arena of party measures or political action, pene¬ 
trates the mysterious works of God in the government of the material 
world, and draws down permanent accessions to the common stock of human 
enjoyment. 

Its history presents a phase not unlike that in the lives of some men who 
have become great in the many walks of life through their own exertions. 

The public recognizing the permanent and abiding character of its work 
and the self-sacrificing enthusiasm with which its pioneers press on the 
enterprise, that its-acliievements are for the benefit of the community,’ has 
gradually become impressed with a sense of its importance and yielded co¬ 
operation. 

It is now the great vanguard of the pioneers of substantial and practical 
improvement in all useful occupations and employments of life. 

The men who founded it, as well as those who have succeeded and who 
now direct its policy and affairs, have never sought their own glory in its 
establishment, nor their own advancement in its growth. 

Who will not delight to cherish the warmest emotions of gratitude for 
these veteran patriots? They deserve the thanks of the whole country. 

THE INFLUENCE OF ITS FAIBS. 

The primal object of this great institution is to expound and illustrate the 
laws of nature, as exemplified by the various industries, and to produce 
therefrom new and useful things for the practical application and use of the 
human race. This it accomplishes by the aid of volunteers from the ranks 
of science and art and all the departments of industry. It demolishes the 
barriers which obstruct the progress of the age, breaking down the en¬ 
closures of Nature’s storehouse and letting mankind in to the enjoyment 
of constant accessions of novelties and wonders. 

Its great productive forces as applied to mankind are emulation and 
stimulation. Within its capacious receptacle are the products of the fields, 
the factories, the shops, the farmer, the manufacturer, the mechanic and the 
inventor. Hither they all come with the productions of their skill, to 
witness the grand tournament of genius, the great trial of inventive strength, 
to compete for premiums, and through them for the patronage of the public. 
Emulation, constantly excited as it is by these exhibitions and urged on to 
increased exertion, results in the production of fabrics and works of handi¬ 
craft which can only be excelled by the continued application of the same 
stimulating process. The products of skill, labor and ingenuity are brought 
to the immediate view or critical examination of thousands of observers. 
It is a better advertisement than daubs of paint on all the fences in the 
country. 

These fairs are the grand exchange of the ingenious and enterprising 
operations of the country; here they are brought together, many of whom 
would not otherwise ever meet, and interchange ideas. 
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The farmer comes to se6 what improvements have been made in agricul¬ 
tural implements. He finds them all in active operation and has an op¬ 
portunity to test their merit. 

His wife comes with him. The latest devices in incubators, washing ma¬ 
chines, churns, and the innumerable things which tend to lessen the woik of 
the farmer’s wife are spread out before her. And perhaps the daughter comes 
too. Her mind is speedily stored with the beautiful things she sees among 
the finer arts and works of handicraft, which she utilizes to make the countiy 
home more homelike and attractive. 

Hither comes the miner. He stops not to look to the right or to the left, 
but goes straightway to the rear, where all is noise and bustle. Here he finds 
the newest inventions for crushing ore—concentrators, separators, pumps and 
labor-saving drills. By their aid he finds he can unlock the doors which lead 
to Nature’s repository—the store-house of its precious metals. Mines upon 
which have been expended the fortunes of men without material results are 
again opened and made to yield up their hidden treasures. 

Hither comes the artisan, the carpenter, the mechanic, the blacksmith, and 
the various workers in wood and iron, who find new tools and devices with 
which to lessen the burdens of their daily labor. 

Hither comes the vineyardist and the orchardist. Upon walking from one 
end of the long tables to the other, on which are placed the various pro¬ 
ducts of the tree and the vine, he can, without expense of time or money, 
make a visit to almost every county in the State, and make with profit to 
himself, what might take years of experience to learn, the various effects of 
soil and climate upon production. 

Hither come the manufacturer and merchant—the one to display his pro¬ 
ducts, and the other to learn that he need not go beyond the boundaries of 
the State to find material to supply his customers. 

Hither come the artist, sculptor and skilled handicraftsman to show to the 
wealthy and refined good people of our State that they need not go to New 
York or Paris or Rome to buy good pictures; that mantels with carvings and 
tiles, rugs, carpets, furniture, portieres, pianos, wall-paper and decorations, 
and all the many other articles which go to beautify the dwelling-places, can 
be bought, and that clever workmen can be had at home. 

Hither come the representatives of every class of human work, of man’s 
labor and ingenuity, to vie and compete with each other in the struggle for 
development, prosperity and success. 

Hither come the masses of the people who have no time to inform them¬ 
selves from books or papers. The days and nights of exhibition are to them 
a grand holiday. It is a rest from the cares and burdens of life; it provokes 
enw and ambition. They see what would otherwise never be seen by them, 
and are taught what they would never otherwise know—the improvement of 
machinery, the encouragement given to commerce, the perfecting of rural 
economies, that men are rewarded for their labor, and the advancement, de¬ 
velopment and growth of the wealth, intelligence and comfort of the people. 
And last, but not least, come the ladies, without the presence of whom no 
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industrial exhibition can or ought to be a success. Homage is their due, for 
always they are the earliest and firmest friends of whatever tends to elevate, 
ameliorate and perfect the happiness, the comforts and the prosperity of the 
human race. 

Who can measure the amount of pride and exultation felt by exhibitors ? 
Who can measure the amount of laudable ambition engendered by the com¬ 
plimentary observations of the multitudes who gather at these exhibitions? 
Who can measure the renovating power upon public opinion? 

THE FUTURE. 

The remark is sometimes heard that each exhibition is the same as the pre¬ 
ceding one. Such speeches are thoughtlessly and carelessly made. As evi¬ 
dence of it the very people who make them buy a season ticket and come to 
the fair every night so long as it lasts. The public does not think so, for 
every year the coffers of the Institute are increased, its exhibitions are en¬ 
larged and the value of its prizes, premiums, medals and awards enhanced. 

The Mechanics’ Fair has become one of the solid and permanent institu¬ 
tions of the country and the pride of its citizens. How could it be otherwise? 
There is no tract of country on the face of the earth that can compare with 
our own State and Coast as a birthplace for everything that is promoted by 
agriculture or the outgrowth of inventive genius—the pillars which form the 
foundations of every industrial exhibition, and upon which repose the pros¬ 
perity of the human race. 

There is enough material on hand and in sight to keep this exhibition alive 
and useful for generations to come, nor will it be exaggeration or arrogance 
to say that, within the lives of those here to-day, the entire block of land now 
owned by the Institute will be covered by one roof, filled with evidences of 
the inexhaustible resources of the State. 

Some doubt this. It is said that the soil, like the human frame, will wear 
out, and refuse after a time longer to yield to cultivation; and that all of the 
available precious and other metals have been taken out; that in view of the 
wonders already wrought, the secrets of nature are well nigh exhausted. 
They ask what is there left to do ? The elements have been pressed into 
service and made to perform labor. Oceans have been contracted and their 
opposite shores brought within a few days of each other; the wind and the 
wave have been trained to the car of industry; steam has been imprisoned, 
and its angry efforts to escape have been applied to the generation of power; 
vision has been protracted through the aid of glass until it has penetrated the 
firmament and scrutinized its structure, and the lightning has been enslaved, 
and city has been made to talk with city at the speed of sunbeams. 

Think of the immeasurable distance between God and man, and that the 
power to create is infinite with the Creator of the endless divisibility of par¬ 
ticles of matter, and into the phenomena and laws of nature, and the answer 
must come, there is food for thought and enough for idle hands to do, for all 
time. 
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California is blessed with a rich, deep and varied soil, a genial climate, a 
vigorous and intelligent class of men, unequaled in the spirit of enterprise, 
industry and perseverance, a splendid system of public instruction and 
exalted by moral and religious institutions. Her earth teems with rare and 
useful productions, embosoming inexhaustible mines of metals, and bearing 
mighty forests. Commanding all these resources no one need be solicitous 
of the future. 

The rising generation need not be awed by what has been done. Let it 
turn its attention to the subject of irrigating the arid regions of the State; 
the reclamation of the millions of tule, marsh and overflowed lands lying in 
the great valley and bay region; to devising methods of increased production 
of fruits, vegetables and cereals; variety of production; the improvement in 
the breeding of cattle, horses, sheep and swine; improvement in machinery, 
which agriculture naturally develops; a means of extracting from the moun¬ 
tains of gravel the gold therein without polluting the highways which empty 
into the valley basins below, and to make a key which will unlock nature’s 
laboratory, wherein are stored more riches than have yet been found. 

The friends of “ the good old way ” are getting to be very few. The spirit 
of progress is continually pointing out a “new way.” That is the spirit 
inculcated by these exhibitions. 

Friends, join hands in laying deep and everlasting the foundations of this 
institution. It has already done ineffable credit to its projectors; let it be 
venerated by a grateful posterity, and let us hope that it shall continue to do 
good, and last as long as our Golden Gate is open to the commerce of the 
world. 

The oration was received with and concluded amid hearty applause. 

Miss Ellen Coursen then sang Auber’s laughing song, “ Manon Escaut,” 
assisted by the Young Ladies’ Choral Society. 

After a demand for an encore had been satisfied, Fred. Emerson Brooks, 
the poet of the day, read the following original poem, with much expression 
and good effect: 

CALIFORNIA. 

Hard by the blue Pacific 
An Empire stands alone, 

. Walled in by serrate mountains, 

While Plenty sits the throne; 

Where the climate is an Eden, 

Where the winter is a spring, 

Where the summer is eternal, 

And the birds forever sing. 

You take an all-day’s journey, 

In the lightning palace train, 

Through the harvest’s golden ocean. 

Of the zephyr-billowed grain! 
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There’s enough to feed a nation 
In yon single field of wheat, 

If they’d only come and glean it

Which came down in yellow showers,

In the history of nations 
There is nothing that compares

Where they plow their fields for harvest

Where they reap and thresh and sack it 
All at once, and that by steam. 

In the rock-barred vaults of nature, 

Erst the great globe-builder laid 

All the treasures of his kingdom, 

When the universe was made. 

But the enginery of genius 
Doth this hidden world explore; 

While the cage takes down the miner 
And brings up the rich man’s ore. 

Men are mixing oil and water 
For the fuel of the day; 

And the ores once deemed rebellious 
Yield their treasure held for aye! 

Till there’s nothing seems unlikely 
In the great electric age,

* Among the pictures painted with a view to their exhibition in the Paris Salon of 1884, 
was one by M. Henri Thompson, entitled “ La Femme Adultere Owing to the portrayal of 
two eminent literary personages of Paris in the picture, it was consigned to the Salon 
“ Bet Refuses," and, while on exhibition, the following notes appeared in the journals of 
the day regarding it: 

From the Presse —Among the paintings in this Salon we will only mention a charming 
canvas representing the penalty inflicted, during the middle ages, upon the wives guilty 
of adultery. A young blonde woman, delicate and as pretty as a flower in spring-time, 
draped in a white flowing gown, tied with a rope around the waist, is paraded through the 
public streets, seated backwards on a donkey, having hold of the tail for a bridle; the 
crowd look upon her as she passes, while the presence of the procession is announced by 
the blowing of a horn. A husband points her out to his wife as a terrible example to those 
who err from the path of rectitude, she the while giving her hand to a young gallant, her 
face expressing the rapturous bliss she realized at his pressing and kissing it. But that 
which must be considered as the most original in this scene, is the presence of M. Alex. 
Dumas, fils, and M. Emile de Girardin; each likeness is perfect, both are a la Oxford, with 
black gowns, disputing the proper punishment for her who is passing on a donkey. 
Alexander Dumas holds a butcher knife in his left hand, to which he is pointing with the 
right which clearly explains the famous “Kill Her," while Emile de Girardin, with a look 
more childlike, holds the manuscript of divorce, which is well known to be his remedy 
for such matters. The idea is good and well rendered, and the work is painted with a 
master touch and an adorable freshness.

W. H. Ohmen.— For the best Automatic Cut-off Steam Engine, in motion, 
over 15 horse power (Pacific Coast manufacture). Cold Medal. 
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TWENTY-FIRST INDUSTRIAL EXHIBITION. 


Union Iron Works exhibit the “ Ide Automatic Cut-off Engine,” for which 
they claim extreme simplicity, regular speed, the small space required for an 
engine of so much power, and great economy in the use of fuel; they also 
claim that it is the only engine which indicates the power used and has safety 
bursting caps attached to the cylinder. Your Committee recommend that for 
superior workmanship and design it be awarded a Silver Medal. 

Joshua Hendy Machine Works exhibit the “Acme Automatic Safety 
Engine.” It is specially adapted for any mechanical work where light but 
steady power may be required, such as running printing presses, sewing 
machines and small electric dynamos. The makers claim for this engine 
economy in the use of fuel (kerosene), regularity of speed, perfect lubrica¬ 
tion and the complete control of the fire by the fire regulator, which limits 
the fuel supply to the actual requirements of the work being performed. We 
recommend a Silver Medal. 

Joshua Hendy Machine Works also exhibit the “Rider” Hotair Engine. 
This has all the efficiency of a steam pump without the attendant care and 
expense necessary to the maintenance of steam, and is calculated to raise a 
supply of water, such as may be required in hotels and other public buildings, 
or to supply Railroad tanks with from one to fifty thousand gallons per day. 
It is claimed that a six-inch engine consuming five pounds of anthracite coal 
per hour, will deliver 2,500 gallons per hour, and one of ten inches consuming 
ten pounds will deliver 6,000 gallons per hour. Both these engines were in. 
motion, but your Committee had no opportunity of thoroughly testing the 
merits of either. For this latter we recommend a Bronze Medal. 

J. L. Merrell, as agent, exhibits “Reed’s Steam Pipe Covering” and 
claims that it is formed of compact felt made from woolen rags. It is cleanly 
in its application and absolutely free from dirt, either in use or application, 
so that there is no grit or sand that might affect the machinery. It was used 
in the Fair and gave satisfaction for the short trial of four weeks, to which 
it was subjected. Diploma. 

Byron Jackson. —This firm exhibits an “ Automatic Cut-off Engine” which 
has several points of excellence worthy of notice. The governor is an 
automatic cut-off, controlling a single slide-valve by a direct action on the 
eccentric, and is connected directly to the valve; and, by a peculiar but simple 
contrivance, the governing force is relieved from the strain of moving the 
valve. The fact that the indicator will trace the same line an indefinite 
number of times is proof of the steady action of the governor. The valve is 
a very superior article, and, as it is a perfect balance, will last longer, and, 
when worn out, can be more cheaply replaced. The valve chest being cast 
separately from the cylinder can easily be removed or replaced; so also can 
the valve when it is sufficiently worn to make a new one desirable. 

Silver Medal. 

Hawley Bros. Hardware Co. —“Rice’s Straw Burner Engine.”—This 
exhibit your Committee considers the best of its kind, and unanimously award 
it a Grand Bronze Medal. 
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Arthur W. Bull exhibits a “ Portable Engine Mounted on Wheels ” for 
general use; and, being the best of its kind, your Committee recommend that 
he receive the premium offered for it. Silver Medal. 

Baker & Hamilton.— For the best design and workmanship on Portable 
Straw-burner Engine, Grand Silver Medal. 

The Benicia Threshing and Agricultural Engine, supported by the Patent 
Furnace Boiler, mounted upon iron trucks, is manufactured by this firm at 
their works in Benicia. It combines compactness, stability and strength and 
is what is termed a “ self-contained engine.” The steam is admitted through 
long ports into the cylinder and cut off by the patent steam-balanced anti¬ 
friction slide valve, having quick action. The power is applied central to 
engine base and crank shaft; the latter is made extra heavy and is supported 
by long bearings upon substantial pillow blocks, firmly bolted to engine base. 
The engine base is rectangular and hollow, and is utilized as a heater for the 
water supply to the boiler. The speed of the engine is regulated by the 
Benicia Patent Governor, having a balanced valve which insures quick and 
positive action; and is further provided with a device by which the speed of 
the engine can be changed while in motion. The boiler is of the locomotive 
type, having a tensile strength of 6,000 pounds. All flat surfaces are securely 
stayed, and there are double rows of rivets in circular and longitudinal seams. 
It is provided with the necessary hand holes, and appliances for removing 
sediment and scales. The form of the furnace differs from that of a locomo¬ 
tive, and is adapted especially to the more perfect consumption of light as 
well as heavy fuel, such as straw, oil. wood and coal. The reqnisite change 
from one kind of fuel to the other is simply in the grates. In this furnace 
the flame is directed toward the fuel when introduced, and instantaneous 
ignition takes place. The shape of the furnace is such that the flume current 
strikes direct on the heating surface and its course is changed several times 
before entering the tubes. This also insures a more thorough consumption 
of the incandescent fuel usually carried away in flume currents where light 
fuel is used. The space between the furnace tube-sheet and furnace-front is 
reduced, causing the flame to intensify at this point before entering the tubes. 
This prevents cold air from passing with the flames into the tubes and at the 
same time insures quick steaming and perfect combustion when straw or light 
fuel is used. The furnace is particularly adapted to the use of crude petro¬ 
leum as fuel, and has been thoroughly tested in its use for generating steam. 
The truck supporting the boiler and engine is made of wrought iron; the 
wheels are strong and have tires 6 inches wide. It is provided with a seat for 
the driver, and a reliable brake, which, if applied when the engine is at work, 
holds it steady without further blocking or bracing the wheels of the same. 
The capacity of the engine is from 25 to 30 horse power, 9x10" cylinder, and 
the speed 230 revolutions per minute. 

Whyte & De Rome. —For the best Steam Cylinder and Lubricator. 

Bronze Medal. 

The Lubricator is attached to the steam pipe by one connection, and the oil 
is introduced into the column of steam, where it is atomized and carried to 
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all the wearing parts reached by the steam. The Engineer can see at a glance 
how rapidly the oil is being fed, as it rises drop by drop through the sight 
feed glass. 

It is simple in construction, continuous and uniform in action, and is 
easily regulated to feed as may be desired. 

C. H. Evans. —For Steam Launch Engine and Propellor. Diploma. 

This is a vertical, high-pressure, non-condensing engine, designed for a 
boat from 35 to 40 feet long. Everything about it is made as compact as 
possible to allow all working parts to be easily got at for adjustment or 
repairs, so as to take up the least room when placed in a small boat. The 
plunge feed pump is driven direct from the main cross-head. The crank is 
a cast iron disc with projections on the rim, so that it can be used as a 
“ Pinch-wheel” if necessary; the thrust bearing is adjustable on large studs 
projecting from the after side of bed-plate, and the main coupling is also used 
as principal thrust collar.

C. H. Evans —Exhibits a “ Steam Pump with Crank and Fly Wheel” and 
claims for it the following qualities: Smooth and easy motion, economy of 
fuel, non-liability to derangement, and ease of adjustment or repairs by any 
mechanic or engineer. That it has all of the advantages and none of the 
defects or objectionable features found in “direct acting steam pumps,” your 
Committee considered it worthy of receiving a Grand Bronze Medal. 

Byron Jackson exhibits a Centrifugal Pump in motion and claims that it 
will lift water 100 feet with the same efficiency as at lower lifts. Your 
Committee had no means of ascertaining the correctness of this claim, but 
they could see its excellent workmanship and the steadiness with which it 
performed its work and unanimously recommended for it a 

Grand Bronze Medal. 
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Warren Dunham. —For Double Centre Car-Grip. Diploma. 

This Exhibitor claims that the cable can be let go and picked up again on 
any part of the road; can cross any other at right angles; can turn curves, 
thus doing away with the turn-table, if required. 

Joseph Pracy. —For steam pump. Diploma. 

Dow Pump Works. —For the best display of steam pumps in motion, Pacific 
Coast manufacture, Qold Medal. 

This firm exhibits four steam pumps in motion:—

The Cumming Forges exhibited at this Fair are very meritorious. The 
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hand blower used on them is very compact; the blast is easily produced and 
maintained. The blower can be detached from the rest of the forge in a few 
seconds, and so may be used as a hand blower for any other purpose. The 
stationary forge, consisting of the hand-blower, with pipe, tuyere and box, 
forming the forge proper, is a good one for the common blacksmith shop, 
carriage maker, farmer, etc. 

The portable forges are of two kinds, the ordinary portable, in which only 
the blower is readily detached from the forge basin and supports, and the 
sectional portable. The latter is an ingenious tool and deserves high com¬ 
mendation. It consists of a Cumming hand blower and a wrought iron basin 
connected to a short pipe; these, with four legs connected in pairs, are so 
united as to form a compact forge, easily separated into pieces, no one of 
which weighs over 28 lbs. The sectional portable forge is specially useful 
to prospectors, steamboat-men and others requiring a forge in places 
awkward to reach. It is very convenient to pack in the mountains, to carry 
on mule back, etc., and is a valuable tool to boiler-makers, bridge-builders, 
etc. These tools are of California invention and manufacture, are compact, 
simple in construction, very effective in working, and may be conveniently 
packed and carried from place to place. 

J. B. Jardine. —For the best display of Punching and Shearing Machinery.

Mr. Keen exhibits a beautiful nickel model of his invention, the merit of 
which consists in saving brakemen and others employed in railroad yards 
from exposure to mutilation while coupling cars.

Silver Medal. 

This exhibit covers a wall space of 21x16 feet, the general arrangement is in 
the form of a live pointed star, made up of cross-cut and circular saws and 
diamond shaped figures made of planer knives placed between the points of 
the star. The border of the design is made of leather splitting, paper, veneer 
and other knives and small saw tools. 
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Besides making a very handsome display, these saws are of the very best 
steel, uniformly tempered; the teeth are of the same thickness the whole 
length of the saw, the crescent ground cross-cut saw possessing some very 
special advantages. 

Wm, L. Bovver. —For his Mitre Box. Diploma. 

This mitre box has an angle of 90°, with four saw guides and a movable 
bar, operated on the face of the angle; the bar has a moulding rest on either 
side in conjunction with moulding rests at the back of the box, the angle and 
bar being guided by sliding rods, playing in a slot in one limb of the angle 
and pivoted, one on the back of the box and one in the bar, equidistant from 
the apex of the angle and fastened in slot by a clamp nut. This simple 
device cuts the mitre in any form of parallelogram. 

Ciprico & Marias, (L. P. Garcin, Inventor).—For Dovetailing Machine. 

, Silver Medal. 

One of the applications of this machine is the cutting of the dovetail around 
the edges of windows and doors for the insertion of a rubber attachment re¬ 
ferred to in Class 19. 

The cutter is a circular saw mounted upon an ordinary arbor whose bearings 
are upon a rocking iron frame, the trunions of which are considerably above 
the plane of the saw arbor. The frame is caused to oscillate or reciprocate 
about these trunions by means of a pitman, one end of which is connected 
with a pin upon the frame, the other end to a crank wheel. This crank 
wheel is slotted, so that a longer and shorter stroke may be given to the 
frame, thereby increasing or diminishing the oscillating motion, consequently 
the width of the dovetail. By lowering or raising the bearings of the saw 
and the further lowering or raising of the table over which the pieces to be 
operated upon pass, the depth of the dovetail is varied. 

The other features of this machine are that by stopping the motion of the 
crank wheel, an ordinary circular saw is obtained, and, further, by setting 
the crank wheel, the saw will make a straight bevel cut at any desired angle. 

There are three kinds of machines, but they aot pretty much on the same 
principle though performing different kinds of work. 

A. L. Navone. —For Hub boring and Mortising machine. Diploma. 

This is a very simple, complete, and compact machine.

This Windmill, invented and manufactured in California, we consider the 
best exhibited. It is light and graceful in appearance, yet very strong; is a 
perfect self-regulator and runs in the lightest breeze 

Eureka Machine and Fence Works. —For the Eureka Combination Fence 
Machines. Bronze Medal. 

This is a California invention and makes six cable fences; each alternate 
cable is reversed so that in any position the fence is placed, one cable counter¬ 
acts the other, consequently does not loosen the twist in cable and keeps the 
fence in an upright position when being stretched. 

P. H. Jackson & Co.—For Architectural Work. Diploma. 

This exhibition shows a girder with a single layer of brick set in Portland 
cement concrete, and when raised to its place, a few feet of brick also laid in 
cement; thus making the wall perform the functions of the web and top 
flange of an iron girder. The top surface of concrete cannot crack, as it is 
compressed in direct and cross sections. In his Model No. 2, it appears to 
us that its utility must depend on the anchoring of the sidewalls. The model 
is faulty in that it makes no provision for the lateral pressure. 

G. G. Wickson & Co.—Remington Type-writers. 

Estate of Samuel Hill. —The Caligraph Type-writer. 

Your committee unanimously award a Diploma to the Remington Type¬ 
writer for its general superiority to all others. The specimens of work sub¬ 
mitted by the agent of the Caligraph were so clean and legible that we con¬ 
sidered it also as deserving of notice, and therefore recommend the Board 
also to award it a Diploma. 

Palmer & Rey. —For the best General Display of Printing Machinery. 

Silver Medal. 

A good display of presses and printing machinery was made this year by 
Messrs. Palmer & Rey. The machinery exhibited was their own make and of 
California manufacture. It consisted of an eighth medium (8x12 inches) rotary 
job press of the old-style Gordon pattern, with a guaranteed speed of 2040 
impressions per hour; a quarto medium 10x15 inch press of same make, 
guaranteed speed 1560 impressions per hour. The speed of either could be 
considerably increased. They also exhibited a matrix trimming machine to 
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be used in their type foundry; this was a tool of excellent workmanship. 
Also 30-incli lever paper cutter and a Washington hand-press, all of their own 
make. 

Zink & Ruhlman. —For the best Automatic and Electric Wheat-cleaning 
Mill. Diploma. 

This Mill has an overshot wheel with compound leverage arms. It is 
placed in the top of the mill so that the wheat drops from the hopper into 
the buckets, giving a power for revolving equal to the weight of the wheat. 
After passing half way round, the wheat will drop from the buckets on to a 
sheet, which will convey it into a revolving cone which is provided with 
perforated plates of different sizes and is kept revolving as the mill moves. 
After passing through these plates, it then drops on to a set of vibrating 
plates with holes of various sizes, and is thoroughly cleansed of all detri¬ 
mental substances and passes into different chutes, which convey the grain 
into sacks. • 

There is also a wind blast, so constructed as to blow out all chaff and light 
materials. 

The mill is also provided with an Electric Motor which gives a steady motion 
to the running of the mill, should the wheel be too light to give sufficient 
power to run the mill. This Motor is supplied with electricity from two 
Bycromate Jars placed in the bottom of the mill, and may be kept in order, 
giving sufficient electric current to run the motor which works the mill, at a 
cost of $1 50 per month to do the work of cleansing, churning, pumping, etc.

Bond’s Economy Windmill here exhibited is perhaps the simplest possible 
form of wind engine for pumping, which will always face the wind.

subject, viz: the rack gearing and bearings, and by which durability is 
insured while the body of the iron retains its flexibility. 

Another feature is the rollers placed on the sides of the Jacks, called 
“ logging Jacks” against which the rack slides, thereby preventing the wear 
of the stocks, whether in brass or wood and avoiding friction, which virtually 
increases their lifting power.

The Duplex Drill is self-feeding and the turning of the bit is automatic, so that 
it never strikes the rocks twice in the same place, and the power is so apjflied 
that there is no rebound. The legs are made with universal joints so that 
they can be turned at any angle with the frame and telescoped so that they 
can be adjusted to uneven surfaces, and this drill can be worked at any angle 
on a horizontal or vertical surface. 

James Day. —For Vacuum Prospecting Quartz Mill. Diploma. 

Pacific Coast Vacuum Furnace Co. —For Vacuum Furnace and Smoke 
Consumer. Silver Medal. 

The central point of the device is a “vacuum chamber,” through which a 
jet of steam is thrown forward into the furnace. The impulse of the steam 
produces a strong forward draft or suction. By this means the air is drawn 
from an outside pipe passing through a heating chamber in the rear of the 
furnace, is sucked into the vacuum chamber in a superheated condition and 
joins the steam jet. At the same time, by a second pipe, the greater part of 
the unconsumed gases are caught on their way to the chimney and drawn in 
a highly-heated state into the vacuum chamber, where they mingle with the 
superheated air and the steam. This mixture then is projected into the fur¬ 
nace from the side, over the glowing mass of coals, bringing a fresh supply 
of highly heated oxygen into the flame. The result is an almost perfect 
combustion, and most of the gases that escape are brought back and consumed. 
The principle of the invention is the combination of the steam and hot air 
jets in this simple manner. One or more of these jets is introduced on each

side of the furnace. The steam is supplied from the boiler, and the amouut 
used is not an important item. The discharge pipe is formed in the walls of 
the furnace and cannot burn out.

“ Construction of the Crystal Creamery. 

“A careful study of the following will give a perfect idea of the construction 
of the Crystal Creamery: The glass cans, holding five and ten gallons of 
milk each, are hung in an iron vat, like a sink, fourteen inches deep, the vat 
being placed in the top of a refrigerator, corresponding in size to the number 
of cows from which the creamery is to be supplied with milk. The upper 
part of the cans is surrounded by water, the lower part extending downward 
through openings in the bottom of the vat, being accessible at the lower 
points by the doors in the side of the refrigerator, or cabinet. Each can 
rests upon a rubber cushion at the point of support, protecting the can from 
the effect of sudden shocks in moving, and also answers the other purpose of 
forming a water-joint. The cans are each supplied with a coupling and 
faucet, by means of which the can is secured in position, and firmly drawn on 
to the rubber cushion above. This coupling also rests on a rubber bearing at 
the connection of the glass can. By means of the faucet the milk is drawn 
from the can, the cream being left to float upon the milk until the milk is 
removed. 

“ The bottom of the glass can being shaped like the top of a bottle, it will 
be seen that when the milk is drawn from the centre, instead of the side of 
the can, the vexed question of sediment is solved. There is no more doubt 
as to the removal of the whole, not a part, of the sediment, more or less of 
which exists in every dish of milk set for raising cream; and there is no pool 
formed which will disturb the cream in skimming. 

“ The cooling of the milk is entirely at the top, and around the upper part of 
the can, by means of water and ice, or by water alone. That this new method 
is an improvement on the old plan is apparent to every thoughtful person. 
There is not the least necessity of cooling milk at the bottom. Cool it at the 
top; the bottom will from necessity be cooled, and the result in raising cream 
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will be much better than can be attained by cooling at the bottom. The cold 
at the top contracts the particles and causes them to settle to the bottom, 
being heavier, and the warmer particles at the bottom rushing to the top take 
the place of the denser and heavier. Thus, the cream being lighter than the 
watery parts of the milk, and consequently seeking the surface, is assisted by 
the rapid current of warm particles of milk changing from the bottom to the 
top and colder point of the vessel.” 

This description is furnished by C. L. Kneeland, the inventor. Your 
Committee, though unable to put it to a practical test, see no reason why it 
should not perform all that is claimed for it.

The improvements in the several devices and attachments relating 
to each of the above-named elements in the combination are the result of 
thorough experiments made in the field, and apply themselves to the various 
conditions of the grain produced on the Pacific Coast. The chief excellences 
of this machine are, the cylinder with twelve double bars well spiked; the 
adjustable concaves; the shaking apron under the cylinder; the draper with 
deep cells; the fan located between the upper and lower half of straw carrier; 
heavy shafts with long bearings and wide pulley; the end shake-shoe; the 
two tailing conveyors with large elevator and chaff carrier; the re-cleaner and 
grader and the bagger. The machine when at work requires no staking down 
or bracing, no excavation under the suck spout, but it must be set level at all 
times when at work. The wheels of the truck supporting the machine are 
strong and have iron axles and tires 5 inches wide, which add to the ease of 
its movement over loose sandy land.

In this Sewer-trap Mr. Tibbals provides an escape for all sewer-gas from the 
highest point below the trap by carrying it in a 3-inch stench waste out above . 
the roof. The stench waste also cuts the stream of water in the sewer in two 
and prevents the trap from syphoning out. The float valve in the stench 
waste effectually closes it from the rising water when hydraulic pressure is 
applied. The trap provides a tight water-seal against gas going through it 
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into the house—the tide-gate, which is held open by the weight of the ball, 
giving an unobstructed passage for the sewer when it is in operation. 

At the first approach of back-water this valve closes automatically, serving 
the double purpose of shutting off back-water from the main sewer into the 
premises and that of flushing the sewer inside of the building when occasion 
may require. This is done by turning the lever down and holding the valve 
closed and allowing the sewer in the premises to fill with water, and then 
throwing the lever back and letting it go with a rush. The hose bib just be¬ 
low the valve serves the purpose of applying hydraulic pressure when the 
sewer becomes obstructed from any cause. 

The Tibbals Sewer-pipe coupling consists of a hinged iron coupling in three 
joints wrapped around the joints of the sewer-pipe. The casting is oval¬ 
shaped, leaving a hollow space next to the joint, which is filled with cement. 
As the coupling is drawn together by means of a screw, this so compresses the 
cement about the joint as to make a leak impossible. Several pieces of pipe 
were coupled together and sufficient pressure applied to burst them without 
disturbing the joints. This coupling also adds great strength to the pipe. 

Mr. Tibbals had also an automatic wash-basin, which feeds and discharges 
from the bottom, when the basin is full, closing automatically, obviating 
the necessity for a plug and chain or overflow. The trap in connection with 
the basin is so constructed that sewer gas cannot be forced through it. With 
his automatic flushing tank Mr. Tibbals has a complete system of sanitary 
plumbing and sewerage that will keep a building provided with them thor¬ 
oughly sweet and clean.

This invention was illustrated by several full-size doors and windows, on 
which this attachment is adjusted, for the purpose of excluding dust and 
wind. It consists of a dovetail groove, measuring 5-16 at the opening, 9-16 at 
the base and 6-16 in depth, cut on the edge of the same, forming a clamp into 
which is inlaid a rubber tube of 9-16 outside diameter. As the tube is intro¬ 
duced by compression into this dovetail, it swells itself back against the 
sides and protrudes from the surface of the edges. The rubber tube thus 
inlaid, is held in the cavity by the clamp form of the dovetail and is further 
secured by means of a triangular wooden wedge, the angle and side of which 
correspond to the angle of the dovetail and the cavity of the tube. The 
height of the protrusion is 3-32 of an inch, so that the hermetic joint is 
mechanically effected by means of the compression which is obtained on 
doors by simply closing them in their casing, and on windows by means of 
the fastener, which is so combined that its lever, acting upon inclined curves, 
forces the sashes against their respective resting places, that is, on the top 
and bottom of the casing, and are brought together at their junction at the 
middle point. These parts of the sashes being provided with the rubber 
tube, a perfect air-tight joint is obtained and rattling prevented. Another 
feature of the fastener is that it can only be opened from the inside.

the side, so that it may be easily opened or closed about the hinges. This 
opening may be closed by a staple passing through a slot and secured by a 
padlock; or, in traveling, the staple may be unscrewed, and the door closed 
by a couple of ordinary screws. 

This construction makes it easy to examine the contents of any case where 
numbers of them are piled up in the store-room; and when the contents have 
been used the bottles may be returned to the cases and the whole closed up 
and reshipped to the packer, without injury to the case or breakage to the 
bottles.

The reputation acquired by these Mills in former exhibitions is fully sus¬ 
tained this year. 

California Cotton Mills. —For the very handsome display of Seamless 
bags, Rope, Wicking, Carpet, Towels, Ducks, Burlaps, Twines, etc., manufac¬ 
tured from cotton grown in California, your Committee, exercising the 
discretionary power conferred on them by Rule XV., recommended the 
Board to make a special award of a Gold Medal. 

This is most essentially a home industry. The whole of the capital em¬ 
ployed in building and running the mills is owned in California, and there 
are no stockholders residing out of the State. The mills, which are situated 
in East Oakland, occupy a fine substantial brick building on the most 
approved plan of modern mills, one story, well ventilated and lighted from 
above and put up with a view to last for many generatious. It measures 
280x150 feet, exclusive of warehouse and out-buildings, and there are still 
six acres of land owned by the Company upon which to enlarge and extend 
it when necessary. 

The machinery is of the latest and most improved kind, embracing special 
looms for making Seamless Bags, also Twine and Rope-making machines, 
etc. The power is obtained from a magnificent Corliss Engine and com¬ 
municated from the fly-wheel by means of nine cotton cables, instead of a 
leather band, as is customary; the wheel is grooved so that these cables are 
kept separate and apart from each other, and distribute the power more 
evenly than can be done with the single leather belt. The power is connected 
with the machinery from below through apertures in the flooring; there is 
nothing overhead either to endanger the safety of the operatives or to soil 
the goods by oil dropping from above. 

Cotton is the material principally manufactured, and has been largely 
obtained from growers in California. Over seven hundred bales of this cot¬ 
ton grown in the State have been used since this Company started work 
last year, and the Company are endeavoring to encourage cotton-growing still 
further in the State by furnishing seed free to all farmers willing to plant one 
acre for trial. No less than 37 farmers have cotton growing for trial this 
season in all parts of the State, the Company having supplied them for this 
purpose with the best kind of seed to be obtained in Texas. The California 
cotton we have used has been of very fine quality and equal if not superior 
to the best Texas upland cotton. 
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Only white labor is employed at the mills, and at present a force of nearly * 
two hundred is on the pay-roll. Over one hundred of these are young 
women and about forty are boys. Only about thirty in all have been im¬ 
ported to train the unskilled help in the various departments, the remainder 
coming from families resident in the neighborhood of the mills. The wages 
disbursed during the year will exceed $50,000, while the goods manufactured 
form only a small proportion of the total consumed on this Coast, and which 
are imported from the East and from Europe. 

One of the chief objects in view by the promoters of this enterprise and 
the owners of these works is to provide an honorable and suitable occupation 
for the industrious and intelligent youth now growing up around us, in the 
production of manufactures, for which there is a very large market in 
California, and also to provide a steady market for any crop of cotton 
which may be raised in the State.

We, the committee selected for Class 47 of the Twenty-first Industrial 
Exhibition, beg to make the following recommendations, viz: that the awards 
be made to exhibitors as follows: 

Sonoma County.— For the best, most extensive and varied exhibit of Farm 
Products (exclusive of Live Stock) by any County in the State. 

Gold Medal and $250. 

Placer County.— For Second Best Display. Grand Silver Medal and $150. 

Shasta County. —For Third Best Display. Silver Medal and $100. 

Contra Costa County. —For Fourth Best Display. Bronze Medal and $75. 

Sonoma County. —Best Display of Wheat in grain and sheaf. 

Silver Medal and $30. 

Best Display of Barley in grain and sheaf. Silver Medal and $15. 

Best Display of Oats in grain and sheaf. Silver Medal and $10. 

Best Display of Rye in grain and sheaf. Silver Medal and $ 5. 

Best Display of Corn in ear and stalk, excellence and variety considered. 

Silver Medal and $10. 

The exhibit made by the Pomona Grange of Sonoma, which constitutes a 
portion of the County Exhibit, is entitled to the award, and these are there¬ 
fore all given to Sonoma County. 

Otis Allen, Esq., of Sebastopol, Sonoma County.—Best Display of Hops, 
not less than 25 pounds. Silver Medal and $25. 

University of California. —Best Display of Chevalier Barley, in grain, 
for brewing. Silver Medal and $15. 

That exhibited by the University is the only sample entitled to our consid¬ 
eration, and we recommend that the award be given to it. 

The exhibit made by the College of Agriculture of the University of Cali¬ 
fornia deserves Special Mention. It occupied a prominent position at the 
eastern entrance to the conservatory; about 400 square feet of wall space was 
filled with glass cases, and in front of this was a table thirty feet long, also 
well filled. The leading feature of the exhibit was the large collection of 
cereal grains, which has been secured after much effort by the institution; 
samples having been sought in all grain-growing countries of the world. 
These grains were shown both in small sheaves and as threshed grain, in 
bottles, all samples beiog clearly labeled with name and native country. 
There were about 200 different varieties shown. Upon the experimental farm 
at Berkeley careful tests have been made to determine the comparative value 
of the different varieties, and those which promise well are sent out for trial 
in different parts of the State. 
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The exhibit included also a collection of textile plants, ramie, flax, etc., as 
grown on the University grounds, with samples of the fibre extracted by 
different processes. Upon the table were displayed forty named varieties of 
apples and sixty-one of pears. These were all grown in the Standard Orchard 
at the University, and being correctly named proved of much interest to fruit 
men, who were thus enabled to correct their own local nomenclature, given 
by them to several varieties, by substituting for these the true and generally 
accepted botanical names. This is by no means the smallest of the benefits 
conferred on the community by our State Universtty. The display of fruit 
was kept in good condition during the whole time the Fair lasted by 
frequently renewing the samples on the plates. Notice was given that all 
those desiring scions, for grafting or budding, could have them without 
charge on application to Professor Hilgard at Berkeley. Some of the varieties 
tested at the University have been proved to be of much value, and they are 
now being introduced into the orchards of the State. 

A very interesting feature of the exhibit was the collection of economic 
plants displayed. They comprised industrial growths from all parts of the 
world, which are being now distributed each year from the University for 
trial in the different climates of California. There were branches of cinchonas 
or Peruvian bcfrk trees, which grew at Berkeley, but they require full pro¬ 
tection in winter. Plants sent to a few parts of the southern counties are 
thriving and promising well. The caper bush (copparis spinosa ) was also 
shown. It is proving hardy and productive in different parts of the State, 
and it is quite possible to foment a local industry in pickling capers. There 
were also fine specimens of bamboos grown in Berkeley. This highly useful 
Asiatic plant makes an excellent growth in thig State, and will, no doubt, 
serve many useful purposes, especially in parts of the State where timber is 
Scarce. There were four different varieties shown at the Fair. The true 
tanner s Sumac, grown from seed from Sicily, had a vigorous appearance, 
and it seems likely that California can supply the United States with this 
material instead of importing it from the countries bordering on the Mediter¬ 
ranean. Branches of the Chinese tea plant, which is a hardy shrub in many 
parts, were also shown. The esparto grass (stipa tenacissima ), which is so 
important in the Mediterranean region for basket weaving and other indus¬ 
trial uses, has also proved itself well adapted to California conditions. There 
was also a fine collection of mulberries, including six varieties, grown with 
a view of ministering to the growing interest in silk culture. 

Among the trees shown and not specified above were the “Strawberry 
tree (Arbutus unedo)\ the Japanese Camphor and Cinnamon trees; the 
Carob or “ St. John’s Bread,” so valuable for fodder in Asia Minor and in 
the south of Europe; the laquer tree of Japan; the Pistachio nut, etc. All of 
these are showing adaptation for growth in this State, and promise to be of 
considerable industrial value. 

A prominent feature of the exhibit, also, was the collection of types of wild 
grapevines from different parts of the world. The investigation of the wild 
vines has become a matter of much importance, especially pointing to a means 
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of escaping ravages by the phylloxera. The following types, all of which are 
now growing at Berkeley, were shown: 

Vitis cestivalis, Arizoneca , Californica, candicans, cineria, cerdifolia, vulpina, 
monticola, Nuevct Mexicana, riparia, Romaneti, rupestris, Katchebrourie and 
Opiman (from Kashmir.) There were also specimens of the vitis vinifera, 
shown for comparison. 

There was also an exhibit of the varions publications of the College of 
Agriculture, the reports on agricultural and viticultural experiments, the bul¬ 
letins, of which about 60 have been issued up to date, giving immediate 
results of experiments and investigations, which are discussed more fully in 
the regular reports.

We find ourselves considerably embarrassed in the effort to reach a proper 
conclusion in this instance. Individual exhibits have not been kept separate 
and the only way to judge of the merits is to consider that of counties as a 
whole. Mr. P. W. Butler of Penryn, Placer County, is certainly entitled to 
honorable mention; but the award, it seems to us, should be made to the 
county as a whole, not to any particular producer, and we so recommend.

We note a disposition on the part of exhibitors of sheaf grains to neglect to 
comply with the requirements of the Institute, with respect to quantity. So 
far as could be done consistently, we have considered exhibits, even though 
they did not fully meet the requirements. 

In general farm products we can but note the absence of an exhibit by 
many counties which have hitherto been represented. It seems to us that 
the benefit to be derived from advertising in this way is important, and we 
can but express surprise that a more general interest is not manifested. 

In recommending awards we have often been obliged to name counties 
instead of individuals, for the reason that the products are so grouped to¬ 
gether as to render it difficult to separate them sufficiently to make an 
intelligent award. We desire it understood that our action in this regard is 
from no desire to ignore the individual in any instance. 

For a new and remote district Shasta County has shown commendable 
zeal In calling attention to the products of that portion of the State. 

We think Messrs. Tillman & Bendel are entitled to mention for their 
meritorious display of manufactured products by the dealer, comprising tea, 
canned goods, beef extracts, etc. 

L. Cantel of Petaluma makes an excellent exhibit of fancy cheese, consist¬ 
ing of French cream and others, for which we recommend a Diploma. 
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We think the Petaluma Fkuit Packing Co. entitled to particular mention 
for the excellence of the Jar used in putting up fruits. The merit of this 
package certainly warrants a Diploma. 

The only exhibit of honey worthy of special mention is that made by E. 
Moore of Reno, Nevada; but as an award cannot be made for this under the 
catalogue we recommend a Diploma.

BUILDING. 

Your Committee on Building submit the following report on matters con¬ 
nected with their department during the Twenty-first Industrial Exhibition: 

There has been no change of note made in the Pavilion for the last Fair. 
The building having, as a rule, been in good order, the principal expenditure 
of your Committee has been for labor and material in erecting tables for the 
horticultural exhibits. They have caused to be erected in the Art Gallery an 
additional sixty feet of reflector; also caused hose-bibs to be placed on the 
Larkin-street front for the purpose of sprinkling the street, thereby saving 
the money formerly paid for that purpose. 

Your Committee would report that the total amount expended by them for 
and on account of the Fair was five hundred and eighty-two dollars and 
eighty-eight cents ($582 88.)

RULES, REGULATIONS AND AWARDS. 

Availing ourselves of the suggestions of former Committees, we limited 
the number of Jurors, and appointed twenty-five for the first seven divisions, 
comprising forty classes, and Special Committees of five each for the divisions 
Fine Arts and Horticulture. 

We proposed to have the Jurors give every exhibit a thorough examination, 
and allow each exhibitor to appear before them and explain the merits of his 
exhibit, and also to publish the awards made by the Jurors on the date 
named in the Rule and Premium List, viz: September 20th. 
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It has not been possible to carry out more than the latter object, and we 
succeeded in making the awards public before the close of the Exhibition. 

The employment of so few Jurors was an experiment, and in order to make 
it, as far as lay in our power, a success, we appointed, with the concurrence 
of the Board, a special Secretary for them. We find that these Jurors 
worked faithfully and conscientiously, and the Board has already recognized 
the value of their services by resolution, which w r as unanimously adopted; 
but we cannot claim that the experiment was a very decided success; and we 
say this without any shadow of reflection upon the Jurors. The gentlemen 
comprising tbe Committee of Jurors had in many cases to neglect their own 
business to attend to their duties as Jurors; and even then they had so many 
articles to examine that it was impossible for them to devote as much time to 
each as would have satisfied the exhibitors. Division I., consisting of eleven 
classes, which contained the most numerous and important of all the exhibits, 
was examined by only eight Jurors, and most of these were also assigned to 
other divisions, so that it was found to be quite impracticable to notify 
exhibitors when to meet them, nor could they make so minute and detailed 
an investigation as the exhibitors were led to expect and the success of the 
Exhibition required. This was more or less the case with all of the seven 
divisions of forty classes assigued to these twenty-five Jurors. 

We are therefore of opinion that in future Exhibitions it would be advisable, 
as far as the number of Jurors is concerned, to return to the plan of having 
three Jurors to each class. 

We have found no reason to differ from the decisions arrived at by the 
Jurors, nor have we had occasion to make many alterations in them, as they 
have adhered closely to the Premium List; but where it was manifest that an 
exhibit had been overlooked, we have ourselves acted as Jurors and done the 
work that properly belonged to them, but which, for the reasons given above 
they unavoidably failed to do. 

The cash awards and the premiums have been ready for delivery for some 
time, and already many have been claimed by the successful exhibitors. 

We would recommend a revision of the Premium List, which, though not 
requiring very many alterations, yet the experience of each year makes some 
few changes desirable. 

For information as to the number, kind and value of the Premiums, and 
the persons to whom they were awarded, we refer you to the report of the 
Secretary of the Committee of Jurors, in which all these matters are fully set 
forth in detail.

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 
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POWER AND MACHINERY. 

Your Committee on Power and Machinery, including Gas, Electric Light 
and Water, submit this their report on matters pertaining to their depart¬ 
ment : 

Before the opening of the Fair we had the boilers examined inside and out 
and tested by James Hilmann, U. S. Inspector of Boilers, and they were 
found in the best of order. The following is a copy of his certificate: 

“ Certificate of Inspection. 

“ I hereby certify that I have, on this eighteenth day of June, 1886, 
examined and tested, by hydrostatic pressure, two steam boilers, 16 feet in 
length and 52 inches in diameter, made of iron 5-16 of an inch in thickness, 
and having 48 tubes of 3 inches in diameter, % of an inch in thickness. 

“ The said boilers were built by Moynihan &Aitken to be employed as sta„ 
tionary boilers at the Mechanics’ Pavilion, San Francisco, Cal. The hydro¬ 
static pressure to which they have been subjected was 140 lbs. to the square 
inch, and I consider them safe and fit for use, with a working steam pressure 
not exceeding 90 pounds to the square inch, for one year.

The oil put into the boilers, before running the water out last year, pre¬ 
vented any tendency to rust, and we recommend its future use. 

We found the smoke-stack badly rusted, requiring considerable repairs and 
6xtra support. We also found the door-casings and liners burned out as 
usual, and requiring new ones. These door-casings have been renewed at 
the beginning of every Fair, and we recommend that when again renewed a 
flange instead of lugs be cast on them, and more bolts be used to hold them 
to the front. 

The fireman and engineer both complained of the herring-bone fire-grates 
being too fine and clogging up, preventing sufficient draft. Whether it was 
this or the arrangement of the fire-wall and side-walls of the furnace by the 
Vacuum Furnace Company, who exhibited a new smoke-burning apparatus, 
which prevented burning the usual amount of coal, it is difficult to say. It 
was certain, however, that sufficient steam for the Exhibition could not be fur¬ 
nished without doing something; and your Chairman took the responsibility 
of ordering a change made in the side and fire walls of the furnace, increasing 
the grate area, and ordered new grate-bars of the Mailer patent. As a result 
we had no further trouble in making steam in abundance. 

Under the ciroumstances, we are hardly prepared to say which deserves the 
most credit, Mr. Mailer’s grate-bars or the Vacuum Furnace Company’s 
smoke-burner, but will say they both reflected credit on their inventors, and 
filled the claims of their respective manufacturers. 

In this connection, your Committee will say that during the first part of 
the Fair, several brands of coal were used, to test their economy and steam-

ing qualities. Price and quality considered, the white-ash coal, bought of 
the Black Diamond Coal Mining Company proved the most satisfactory. 

The elevator engine we found had been somewhat neglected by the atten¬ 
dant of former Fairs and advised the employing of a skillful engineer to run 
it, instead of a boy, which was so ordered by your Board. 

Messrs. Goss & Dow kindly loaned us a steam pump to pump the wate 
back into the mains again, and we recommend that the thanks of the Board 
be tendered them. 

The pump belonging to the Pavilion for a number of years supplied the 
Rockery and is in good order. 

The engineer reports repairs needed as follows: 

The boiler feed-pump will require a thorough overhauling before another 
Fair. The following will want special attention: Blow-off pipe and Cocks, 
leak; Safety Valves, leak; Steam Whistle in bad order; Gauge and water 
Cocks leak; Float in Llewelyn Heater catches; Cylinder Waste Cocks, leak; 
Steam pipe, where it branches off to engine, wants a new joint; the line- 
shaft has one loose coupling and is badly out of line, caused by the settling 
of the building. 

Water was furnished by the Spring Valley Water Works at the usual price 
of $100 per week, for four weeks and five days. For some reason unknown 
to your Committee, the pressure was much below the usual standard for 
Spring Valley, and this lowness of pressure, with the sediment deposited, 
caused considerable bother with the fountain and annoyance to exhibitors 
using water. 

Our contract with the Central Gas Light Company having expired, a 
special committee was appointed by your Board to see the Company and get 
a new rate which the Company readily agreed to, giving us the discount 
from regular rates allowed to public works and manufacturers. 

The expenses of lighting were: 


917,100 feet of gas...$1,650 78 

25 Electric Lights. 482 00 


$2,132 78 

There was considerable extra gas used at this Fair, on account of the 
extra half hour every evenihg, and for gas stoves, engines and regulators, 
but, by the vigilant and systematic attention of our gas-inspector, Sam 
Grubb, it was reduced from 3 450-1000 to 3 247-1000 feet per burner per hour. 

There was also extra labor on the pay-roll for gas-pipe fitting, caused 
by the damage to the building during the storm last winter, and the new 
fountain ordered by your Board, besides the usual amount for exhibitors, 
also taking a great deal of the Gas Inspector’s time that is hard to account for. 

A full and itemized expense account of our Department will be found in 
the Finance Committee’s Report.

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LOCATION AND POLICE. 

Your Committee who had charge of locating the various exhibits in the 
Pavilion during the Twenty-first Industrial Exhibition beg leave to report 
that they have had all matters arranged to the satisfaction of those who took 
part therein, and consider that they have received valuable assistance in the 
performance of their duties from Mr. J, H. Gilmore, the Superintendent. 

They commend the resolution passed in relation to signs throughout the 
Pavilion, which very much aided your Committee in their endeavors to 
keep the exhibitors within the bounds prescribed by your Board. The report 
made by a former Committee in relation to obscene cards or circulars being 
thrown broadcast throughout the Pavilion had the effect of preventing a 
repetition of this offense, and this year none have been discovered in any part 
of the building; and they are satisfied that the public appreciate the efforts of 
the Board in that direction to guard them from similar annoyances. 

We suggest that hereafter all exhibits in the center aisle should be, as near 
as possible, of the very best, and fitted up in the most attractive style, so as 
to be pleasing to the eye as well as to make a display corresponding to the 
prominent location given them. 

Your Committee waited upon Mr. Crowley, Chief of Police, for the purpose 
of obtaining a relay of officers for duty at the Pavilion during the Fair. The 
Chief promptly acceded to our request and detailed Sergeant Harmon with 
the necessary officers to report to us for duty; and we recommend that the 
thanks of the Institute, through this Board, be tendered him and his officers 
for the uniform courtesy and attention to duty shown by them during the 
Fair. 

We also desire to call the attention of the Board to the faithful services 
rendered by Mr. Tweedale, the head janitor of the Pavilion. He was always 
at his post and never missed the tap of the bell when wanted for any purpose.

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PRIVILEGES. 

Your Committee, to whom was referred all matters relating to the Sale of 
Privileges at this, the Twenty-first Industrial Exhibition, beg leave to sub¬ 
mit the following report of all transactions in their Department, which have 
been settled in a manner very satisfactory to them. 

All Privileges sold have been paid for in full without any rebate, or any 
reduction asked for, and all moneys received from said sales have been paid 
over to the Secretary of the Exhibition. General satisfaction has been ex¬ 
pressed both by privilege purchasers and exhibitors in regard to the number 
of tickets secured by each exhibitor. The members of the Committee on 
Privileges each took particular pains to ascertain the wants of every ex¬ 
hibitor, and at a meeting of the whole, fixed the standard regulating the 
number of tickets to which each stand or booth should be entitled. 

The number of tickets issued to employes during the Twenty-first Indus¬ 
trial Exhibition was 527 less, 29 canceled and 21 taken back, and destroyed, 
leaving a balance in use daily towards the close of the Fair of 477. 

Your Committee would recommend that only two employes’ tickets be 
awarded to exhibitors, and that purchasers of privileges be also granted the 
same number; and should either party require more tickets, they receive 
them on presentation of an order from the employer and the payment of one 
dollar for each ticket. We have arrived at this conclusion from the fact that 
as both exhibitors and privilege purchasers act from the same motive, namely, 
that of extending their business and so increasing their gains; we consider 
the one just as much entitled to free tickets for their employes as the other; 
and if any privilege is granted in that direction, your Committee are of the 
opinion that we should rather discriminate in favor of the parties who have 
continuously for several years paid about $5,000 into the treasury of the Insti¬ 
tute. This plan, if adopted, should be advertised in our rules, when holding 
the next Fair, so that privilege purchasers or exhibitors could thoroughly 
post and inform themselves of the plan laid down by the Board of Manage, 
ment, and the Institute would be the gainer by this new arrangement. 

The number of privileges disposed of and the names of the purchasers 
with the different amounts received for the same, are found under their

In the matter of Printing,' each year requires an entirely new outfit of

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SPECIAL EXHIBITS. 

This year your Committee have but little to report, as we were unable to 
obtain anything of a special character that would have been favorably re¬ 
ceived by the Board. 

There seems to be a decided and honest difference of opinion among the 
members as to what objects should be admissable as extra attractions for 
our Exhibitions. 

The field is certainly a very broad one; and when we once begin to con¬ 
sider it, the difficulties as to where the line should be drawn, increase till the 
limit becomes a hard one to determine. 

In the Old World Exhibitions, and in a less degree in those of the 
Eastern States, special and attractive features in addition to the display of 
exhibits is the rule; introducing in a popular form entertainments, wherein 
scientific research and mechanical ingenuity bear an important part; the 
illustrated lectures of the Polytechnic schools of London and Paris being a 
fair sample of this class of entertainments. We believe this matter to be a 
very important one in the management of future Pairs, and deserving of 
careful consideration. We believe it would be wise for this Board to fully 
inform themselves before the next Fair, as to the kind and success of such 
attractions, when they have been introduced into other exhibitions and their 
probable advantage and acceptability in our own, and would even recommend 
that if it be possible next year a Committee from the Board should go East 
for the special purpose of visiting and inspecting the Annual Exposition of 
Chicago, Boston, Cincinnati and other large cities, with a view to report if 
any improvement in that respect can be made in our own.

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The cost of printing, sealing and countersigning the above-named tickets 
was $103 50. 

As ordered by the Board, no apprentices’ tickets were issued, we thereby 
avoided a great deal of imposition so annoying during former years. 

The single admission tickets used during the last two Fairs were stamped 
over again and used this year for the third time. 

The Public School children were admitted at stated times in lots of about 
4,000, and although accompanied by their teachers, caused some annoyance 
to our visitors and exhibitors. 

The complimentary tickets issued this year were similar to our usual 
Double Season ticket, and the identifying marks were in all cases stamped 
upon presentation. As an interesting item we give the following figures re¬ 
specting sales of Half-price Season tickets to members of the Institute for the 
past four Fairs: 

Eighteenth Fair, 840 Double and 57 Single Season tickets, amounting to 
$2,185 50. 

Nineteenth Fair, 1,096 Double and 71 Single Season tickets, amounting to 
$2,846 50. 

Twentieth Fair, 1,355 Double and 49 Single Season tickets, amounting to 
$3,461 00. 

Twenty-first Fair, 1,469 Double and 68 Single Season tickets, amounting to 
$3,774 50. 

The Proprietors of all Journals on this Coast furnishing our Library 
with free copies of their publications received complimentary tickets from 
the President, who also recognized the Press of this city in the same way. 

We have examined the Treasurer’s ticket account and find the same correct, 
and submit a recapitulation of sale of tickets to be published as an appendix 
to the Treasurer’s Report.

EVENING CLASSES 



Evening, Classes for instruction in the following branches of 
education have been established for the benefit of its members: 

MECHANICAL DRAWING.

The course of instruction combines theory and practice, 
special attention being given to speaking the language. 

The hours of study in each class are from 7:30 to 9:30 
o'clock. 

Each student will be required to supply class-books and 
drawing instruments. 

As the course of study is as practical as possible, and only 
a limited number of students can be accommodated, it is hoped 
that only those who intend to complete the course and be regular 
in attendance will apply. 

Members of the Institute, only, or one of a member’s family 
are entitled to enter these classes. 

A book for enrollment of the names of those desiring to 
enter the classes is now opened at the Librarian’s desk in the 
Institute. 

The names will be entered in the order of application. 

After the classes are full, any vacancy that may occur will 
be filled from the list of applicants in the order in which they 
are entered.
